Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The status of the claims remains as It was upon 
the final rejection of the claims. Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. The Applicant has alleged that the Examiner has read the 
claims in a vacuum. Accordingly the rejection under 35 USC 112 should be withdrawn. No additional arguments are presented with 
respect to the 1 12 rejection. As per the art rejection, the Examiner has found the Applicant's arguments unpersuasive. The applicant's 
arguments appear to be informally written and contain grammatical errors that make it difficult to comprehend the force behind the 
arguments. For example, the Applicant has written "So in the claimed invention if a cell of flash memory is erased or rewritten an 
information maybe a single bit is programmed into the recited memory area wherey by this area lacks the possibility to erase it." In 
anycase, the Examiner contends that the erasable or non-erasable portions of the memory were addressed in the previous rejection. The 
Examiner believes it is additionally critical that the Applicant respond to the objections raised in the rejection under 35 USC 1 12 
thoroughly. This rejection was not written in haste, nor considered in a vacuum. In fact , the Examiner contends there would be NO 
ambiguity IF in fact the Examiner read the claims in a vacuum. The rejection was not written in haste but issued with the understanding 
that non-erasable memory often is in fact erasable though usually under very specific circumstances. It is the ambiguity of the common 
definition in the art that has in fact led to the rejection under 35 USC 112 and precisely why the Applicant must elucidate his or her position 
on this ambiguous definition. .
